-Whereas the Secretary lo the Government 
of India, Ministry of Education, Social Welfare and Culture, 
Department of Social Welfaie, being the pci son who proposes 
to apply the funds of the National Children's I und New Delhi, 
in trust for charitable purposes, has applied for vesting the 
funds mentioned in Schedule A annexed hereto in the Trea¬ 
surer of Charitable Endowments for India and for ihe settle¬ 
ment of a scheme for the administration of the said funds ; 

Now, therefore, the Central Government in exercise of 
the powers conferred by sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable 
Endowments Act, 189Q (6 of 1890), and upon the application 
as aforesaid, and with the concurrence of the Secrclary to 
the Government of India, Ministry of Education, Social Wel¬ 
fare and Culture, Department of Social Wei I ate, do hereby 
order that the moneys set out in Schedule A annexed hereto 
shall, ns from the dale of publication of this notification, be 
vested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India 
lo be held by him- and his successors in office upon trust to 
hold the said moneys and the income thereof in accordance 
with the trust and terms set out in the Scheme set fourth in 
Schedule B, annexed hereto for the administration of the said 
funds;

4. NoL less than "even members shall form a quorum. 
Every maltsr shall be determined by a majority of votes of 
the member present and voting on question. In case of 
equality of votes, ihc Chairman shall have a casting vote. 

5. The Board may function notwithstanding any vacancy 
in its constitution. 

6. Subject to the provisions herein contained the Board 
may frame, and vary, from time to time, as they think fit, 
rules for the conduct of their business Provided that the 
Central Government shall make the first rules for the con¬ 
duct of business of the Board. 

7. The funds of the Fund shall be vested in the Treasurer 
of Charitable Endowments for India. 

8. U) The Board may make Rules for the regulation, mana- 
gement, and for any other purpose connected with the execu¬ 
tion of the funds of the Hind. 

(2) The Board shall invest the proceeds of the sale or other 
disposal ot the property as well as any moneys or pro petty 
not immediately required to be used for the objects of the 
Fund in any one or more of the modes of investment for 
the time being authorised by law' for the investment of the 
trust moneys as the Boaid may think piopei. 

9. 7’hc Board may appoint a working committee for each 
State'Union territory in India and such officers and staff as 
they may consider necessary.

RULES FOR 'I HE ADMINISTRATION OF THE 
NATIONAL CHILDREN’S FUND, NEW DEJ HI 

In pursuance of the powers conferred by the proviso to 

para 6 of the Schedule B of the notification no. 

dated 2nd March, 1978, the Central Government makes the 
following rules for the conduct of business of the Board of 
Management of the National Children’s Fund: 

1. Short title.—These rules may be called the AdminnUia- 
tion of the National Childicn’s Fund Rules, 1979. 

2. Definitions.—Unless there is anything repugnant to the 
subject or the context of the scheme for the administration 
of National Children’s Fund, as laid down in Schedule B to

day of. (hereinafter ieferred to a^ 


the said notification)— 

(a) “Fund” shall mean the National Children’s Fund 

New Delhi; 

(b) ’‘Board” shall mean the Board of Management cons¬ 

tituted for the administration of the Fund in mn- 

suance of paragraph 3 of Schedule B to the said 

notification; 

(c) “Seerctaiy-Treflaurer" shall mean the Secretary-'Trea¬ 

surer of the Board; 

(d) “year" shall mean the financial year ending on the 

31st March, 

3. Authorities of the Fund.—For the management and ad¬ 
ministration of the Fund, a Board, as set out in paragraph 3 
of Schedule B to the said notification, shall be constituted with 
powers and functions as laid down in the said Schedule. 

4. Duration of Membership.—(1) A nominated member oi 
the Board shall hold ofilce for a period of two years, 

(2) A member of the Board shall cease Lo be a member if 
he dies, resigns his membership or becomes of unsound mind 
or insolvent or is convicted of a criminal offence involving 
moral turpitude. 

(3) The resignation of membership shall be tendered to the 
Chairman of the Board and shall become effective from the 
date of its acceptance or on the expiry of thirty days after 
the date of resignation, whichever is earlier. 

5. Vacancies on the Board.—Vacancies on the Board shall 
be filled in the manner in which the Board was originally con¬ 
stituted. 

6 f Meetings of the Board.—The Board shall meet as often 
as it is necessary to do so for the transaction of business of 
the fund but in any case at least once a year. 

7. Powers and Functions of Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Board.—It shall be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer 

(a) to be the custodian of all records of the Boaid ; 

(b) to conduct the official correspondence, on behalf of the 

Board ; 

(c) to Issue all notices for convening the meetings of 

the Board ; 

(d) to keep minutes of all meetings of the Board and of 

such bodies the responsibilities for convening whose 

meetings rests with him ; 
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(e) to manage the properties and funds of the Fund, to 
maintain accounts and execute all contracts on be¬ 
half of the Board- ; and 


13. Appointment of staff.—The Board may appoint such 
staff as they may consider necessary for the discharge of 
their functions. 


(f) to exercise all other powers and execute such other 
functions as may be assigned to him by the Board 
from time to time. 

8. Assets of the Fund.—(1) In addition to the moneys, part¬ 
iculars of which are given in Schedule A to the said noti¬ 
fication, the assets of the Fund shall include all such grants 
and contributions recurring and non-recurring from the Cent¬ 
ral and State Governments, local bodies or any other statutory 
or non-statutory bodies set lip by the Central or the State 
Governments as well as voluntary donations and endowments 
from any other sources, whenever received. 

(2) All assets of the Fund shall vest in the Board of the 
Fund. 

9. Allocation of funds.—The Board may, from time to 
time, determine the proportion of the total funds at its disposal 
which shall be applied for the purpose of the Fund in a 
particular year. 

10. Deposit of funds.—All moneys of the Fund shall be 
credited initially to the account of the Board of the Fund 
to be opened in the State Bank of India or any of its 
subsidiaries or any other Scheduled Bank approved in this 
behalf by the Government ot India. 

11. Withdrawal of funds.—Withdrawal of funds from the 
accounts of the Board of the Fund shall be regulated in 
a manner to be determined by the Board. Such withdrawals 
shall be made by cheques or requisitions (as the case may 
be) signed by the Secretary-Treasurer in case of amounts 
not exceeding rupees one thousand and signed duly by 
the Secretary-Treasurer and another member of the Board 
to be nominated by the Board in other cases. 

12. Administrative expenses.—Administrative expenses in¬ 
curred by the Botud, such as expenditure incurred on salaries 
and allowances and T.A and D.A, of their officers and staff 
and T.A. and D.A. of the members, shall be a legitimate 
charge on the funds of the Fund. 


The terms and conditions of service of the staff may be 
determined by the Board. 

14. Remuneration to members and officers.—(1) No re¬ 
muneration shall be paid to any of the members of the 
Board excapt travelling and daily allowance at rates to be 
determined by the Board. 

(2) Official members of the Board will draw travelling 
and daily allowance at the rates admissible to them from the 
source from which they draw their salaries, 

(3) Officers and staff of the Fund may draw such re¬ 
muneration and T.A. and D.A. to which they may be en¬ 
titled under rules applicable to them. 

15. Accounts and Audit.—Regular account shall be kept 
of afl moneys and properties and of incomes and expendi¬ 
ture of the Fund and shall be audited by a firm of Chartered 
Accountant or any other recognised authorities as may be 
appointed by the Board, The auditors shall also certify that 
the expenditure from the funds of the Fund has been 
correctly incurred in accordance with the objects of the 
Fund. 

Copies of the annual accounts of the Fund duly audited 
and certified by the auditor shall be submitted by the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Fund to the Government of India every 
year, 

16. Annual Report.—An Annual Report or the working 
of the Fund shall be prepared by the Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Board and shall, after approval of the Board, be presen¬ 
ted to the Government of India, 

17. Repeal and Saving-—The Board shall, within the frame^ 
work erf the scheme of the Fund, as laid down in Schedule 
B to the said notification, have full powers to repeal, amend 
or revise any or all of these rules whenever, in the opinion 
of the Board, it is expedient to do so,
